A state-wide meeting of student 
veterans was held on Dec. 14, in 
Indianapolis, at which 12 out of 
the 32 colleges in Indiana were 
represented. Bernard Ingersoll 
was the delegate of the Father 
Falter Post of St. Joseph’s at the 
meeting. 

The purpose of the gathering 
was to discuss the inadequacies 
of “the subsistence rates now in 
effect under the G. I. Bill of 
Rights. The outcome was the 
drawing up of a resolution which 
would give single and married 
veterans an increase in their 
monthly allowance. Copies of the 
resolution were sent to the 
President pro-tem of the Senate, 
and to all Indiana Senators and 
Representatives. 

Considerable credit is due In- 
diana. University for the/ research 
done on the Subject of veterans 
subsistence and for the effort 
expended to make the meeting a 
success. Indiana is the third state 
to take steps in the matter of 
veterans subsistence. It is follow- 
ing the lead of Florida and Michi- 
gan. 

Before adjournment, provisions 
were made to form a state-wide 
college veterans alliance to last

Question Finds Reactions 
To Examination Set-up 


Now that the foreboding clouds 
of exams are overshadowing the 
campus, all thoughts are focused 
on one thing: bo'bks. Some find 
themselves wishing they had 
studied harder; others are hoping 
to do as well as they have done 
in past tests, so as to keep up 
that average. For some, however, 
the thought of exams brings up 
another question. We have word- 
ed this question simply, and have 
gotten several student reactions: 
“Objectively, which do you think 
is better — a single final exam'' at 
the semester to determine the 
grade, or should the grade be 
merely the average of a number 
of exams given throughout the 
grading period, with no final 
test?” 

Charles Voors, Ft. Wayne jun- 
ior, made the following state- 
ment: “Personally, I favor the 
periodic examinations during the 
semester, covering and complet- 
ing the material as the class pro- 
gresses. Since the exam is sup- 
posedly an instrument for mea- 
suring the student’s learning, his 
achievements, and the quality of 
his scholarship, frequent- tests 
and their results ’ would guide the 
student in his studying, and at 
the same time give the instructor 
better opportunities Jto assist him 
with his difficulties. I think this 
would eliminate S , certain ahiount 
of cramming which I ^understand 
is done in eo'nes schools. A mere 
personal opinion, of course!” 

Freshman Bill Hoffman, from 
Jasper,' Ind., thinks that all pro- 
fessors should take the average 

rather than 


base the final grade on a single 
exam. He believes there should 
be a test every week in each 
subject. This would -enable, the 
student to tell in what branches 
he is deficient. 

“I favor the multiple test prac- 
tise,” said John Rice, ' Auburn, 
Ind., soph. “That method is a 
truer indicator of the student’s 
progress. Instead of cramming 
f6r one final examination, the 
student would be obliged to apply 
himself throughout the semester. 
With the present method, many 
factors, such as illness, mental 
stress, etc. often hinder the stu- 
dent during test week, and too 
often the gyades do not show the 
true progress made.” 

' Another freshman, Dan Myers, 
from Indianapolis, ^d a similar 
idea, but gives us a slightly dif- 
ferent slant. He made the flat 
statement that more tests should 
be given during each semester. 
He believes that the semester 
exams should be optional. Since 
they are not always necessary, 
the decision to have or to omit 
them should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the teacher^ \

On this date, veterans will have 
had a full year after the Presi- 
dent announced the end of hostili- 
ties in which to secure treatment 
on the presumption of service- 
connection, based on prima facie 
evidence. 

VA takes the position that this 
should have been ample time for 
emergency or clearly defined ser- 
vice-connected eases to- have re- 
ceived treatment. 

The discontinuance of deter- 
mination on prima..facie evidence 
in no way denies veterans any 
rights they are granted by law, 
nor ''does it limit services given 
those whose conditions are rated 
as service-connected.
